ANNUAL REPORT, SIMONE DE BEAUVOIR INSTITUTE, 1994-95 


During the June 1, 1994 to May 31, 1995 period, the Institute 
has undergone changes and improvements in the following areas: 


1) Administration: 


la) Principal: Dr. Marianne G. Ainley's appointment as 
Principal of the Institute and Director of the Women's Studies 
programmes is coming to an end. The Search Committee has met 
and Prof. Chantal Maillé has been appointed as interim 
Principal for the 1995-1996 academic year. 


1b) Support Staff: 


Programme Secretary Belinda Bowes attended the Curriculum 
Committee meetings. She was the staff representative on the 
Ad Hoc Committee for the Restructuring of the Institute. She 
is also the Academic Advisor for Women's Studies. In addition 
to her work at the Institute, she has been elected, Vice- 
President, Information, for the support staff union, CUSSU. 


Assistant to the Principal Di-Anne Robin chaired the Forum 
Committee which deals with Institute's events. She was 
responsible for the layout and desktop publishing of the 
Institute's Bulletin and for managing the Institute's budget. 
She represented the Institute at various meetings, including 
the Secrétariat a la condition féminine which was trying to 
organize various events on the theme "Féminisme et famille," 
the City of Montréal for Black History Month, etc. In 
addition to her work at the Institute, she was elected Vice- 
President, Women's Issues on the support staff union, CUSSU. 


Institute Secretary/Receptionist Susan Sullivan continued to 
write a bi-monthly Newsletter for Institute members, helped 
organize the Fellow's seminar series, managed the Institute's 
167 subscriptions (events, reading room, Bulletin, and 
reprints). She was also secretary for the Documentalist Carol 
Mitchell. Susan helped prepare research proposals for full- 
time faculty and served on the editorial committee for the 
Institute's annual publication, Bulletin. 


2) Documentation Centre: The Documentation Centre again 
obtained the services of a student through the work-study 
programme. Kimberley Jones was hired for both terms. Please 
refer to Appendix A. 


ep Faculty Personnel: Professor Chantal Maillé received 
tenure this year. C. Maillé and L. Lequin were both made 
Associate Professors. 


4) Membership: Because of the re-structuring process, the 
appointments of Institute members were extended until 
September 31, 1995. After October lst, 1995, new members 
joined the Institute. Please refer to Appendix B for the list 
of the Fellows and Research Associates. 


5) Student Enrolment and Participation: In 1994-95, 
including the summer of 1994, the Institute offered 21 courses 
and 5 tutorials to a total number of 564 students, equalling 
1692 student credits. Our courses are 3 credit courses. On 
the average there were 6 courses of 50 students and the rest 
had between 20 - 30 students. The enrolment in the various 
Women's Studies programmes was as follows: Major: 126, Minor: 
19, Certificate: 7, for a total of 152 students. There were 
approximately 42 inquiries concerning Concordia graduate 
programmes in Women's Studies. 


The following Women's Studies students received recognition 
for their outstanding academic work: 


Alison Carpenter received the Thérése F. Casgrain medal. 
This medal is awarded to the most outstanding graduating 
student in Women's Studies. 


Kirsten Best and Denise Brend shared the Provost Entrance 
Scholarship. This scholarship is for first year 
students. 


Catriona Cantillon received the Mair Verthuy Scholarship. 
This scholarship is awarded to the most outstanding 
student entering her third year of Women's Studies. 


In addition to attending courses and being involved in the 
intellectual life of the Institute, the students have been 
actively involved in the Women's Studies Students' 
Association. Students take a great interest and pride in the 
activities of the Institute and are concerned about the future 
of Women's Studies, feminist research and feminist practice. 
Student representatives participated in the various committees 
of the Institute. The Women's Studies Students' Association 
organized an evening of performances in commemoration of 
December 6th. 


6) Programmes and Curriculum Development: This year, the 
Curriculum Committee concentrated on planning the second stage 
of curriculum changes as recommended by the Faculty Appraisal 
Committee. This stage consisted in proposing a Specialization 
in Women's Studies. The proposed changes were accepted by the 
Arts & Science Faculty Council on March 17, 1995. 


7) Ad Hoc Committee on the Restructuring of the Institute: 
The committee completed its work in the Fall of 1994. The new 
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governing structure for the Simone de Beauvoir Institute was 
approved at the Institute Council meeting on Sept. 28, 1994. 


8) Research Seminars: Under the direction of Research 
Associate Dr. Barbara Meadowcroft, members of the Institute 
and of the Montreal scholarly community participated in the 
seminar series: Feminist Biography/Autobiography. See 
Appendix C 


9) Public Events: The Simone de Beauvoir Institute held 
events, with an average attendance of people. For each 
event, promotional material was mailed to 200 locations and to 
35 paid subscribers. The biggest event was organized for 
International Women's Day. It was a benefit event for the 
Women's March against Poverty. The Institute organized this 
event, featuring comics and singers, with the Office on the 
Status of Women and the Women's Centre. Many of the 
Institute's events (lectures, book launches) received 
financial contributions from the following organizations: See 
Appendix D. 


10) Outside Representations: The faculty and fellows of the 
Institute attended many national and international workshops 
and conferences. These outside representations allowed 
scholars at other institutions to become acquainted with the 
work of the Institute. See Appendix E. 


11) Service - Internal and External: Members of the 
Institute have continued to serve on a variety of Institute 
and Concordia University committees. They have also been 
involved with a number of outside organizations. See Appendix 
F. 


12) Publications - external: Books, chapters, articles and 
reviews by members of the Institute have appeared in a variety 
of international and Canadian publications. See Appendix G. 


13) Publications - internal: The most recent issue of the 
Bulletin was published in the Fall of 1994. Vol. 14 (1994) 
"women and Oral Histories," edited by Dr. Kaarina Kailo, 
featured many articles by Women's Studies students. For a 
complete list of the Institute's publications, see Appendix H. 


14) Grants: During the 1994-95 academic year, the Principal 
and the full-time faculty at the Institute obtained $81,000.00 
in grants. 


15) Promotional: The Institute's Faculty, Fellows, and 
Research Associates continued to provide the local, national, 
and inter-national oral and print media with resource comments 
on news events. Faculty, Fellows, and Research Associates 
spoke in classes and lent their expertise to students' 
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projects. 


The Principal and staff members visited CEGEPs' on career 
days. 


The Institute's lounge was used by outside community groups on 
31 occasions, and for other Concordia groups on 50 occasions.

REPORT ON THE READING ROOM/DOCUMENTATION CENTRE 
by Carol Mitchell 


Statistics 
Number of people using the Reading Room: 2187 (June 1 1994-May

New patrons registered: 197 (55 of these are Women's Studies 
students, 135 from other disciplines and 7 from outside 
Concordia). 


Loans: 996

Friends of the Reading Room (annual paid membership): 46 (not 
all have renewed their membership). 


Periodicals renewed or begun: 23 


Monographs: Approximately 105 have been purchased - 64 of 
these have been processed and catalogued and have been added 
to the collection. 


The Documentation Centre continues to exchange publications 
with 12 Canadian and with 27 international organizations (see 
1993-1994 Annual Report for listing). 


Periodicals List 

For the first time in seven years we are able to boast a 
Serials Holdings List. The collection, including the 
periodicals donated by the Women's Centre, which were merged 
into the collection last year, have now been compiled into an 
annotated list. This was started by Kim Jones as a volunteer 
and completed when she was working at the Reading Room. The 
Reading Room now boasts over 300 periodical titles including 
subscriptions and short or incomplete runs. 


Gifts and Donations 

Books and periodicals have been donated by staff, students, 
faculty and guest speakers. Sister Prudence Allen gave us 
several Ph.D. dissertations. Current and former Women's 
Studies students Jacynthe Bigras, Alexa Marenych, Karin 
Montin, Diane Naugler and Yasmin Noori donated several books, 
many of which were used in recent courses and will be 
particularly useful for students who are on a limited budget. 
Documentalist Carol Mitchell bought books in memory of 
friends. Professors Lainie Melamed, Martha Saunders and Linda 
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Wayne all gave of their own collections. Women's Studies 
Secretary Linda Bowes gave books. Principal Marianne Ainley 
donated a typewriter to the Reading Room. Authors and guest 
speakers Marusya Bocurkiw, Akhtar Naraghi and Yeshim Ternar 
gave copies of their books and journalist Janet Maclellan 
Toole gave us a copy of her article on conducting oral 
history. 


Work Study Programme 

Once again we have been fortunate enough to participate in 
this programme by hiring a student for 12 hours a week for 12 
weeks each semester. Women's Studies student Kim Jones worked 
as assistant 

for the 1994-1995 year and proved to be reliable and 
conscientious. 


The Work Study Programme is sponsored by Financial Aid which 
pays half of the student's salary. The other half comes out 
of the salary allotted for the documentalist. This year the 
hourly rate paid by the Work Study Programme was reduced to 
56627. In previous years it had been $7.55. A student 
assistant enabled us to keep the Reading Room open an 
additional 12 hours per week and we were therefore able to be 
open approximately 27 hours per week. However, as we are only 
able to afford an assistant for 12 weeks, the Reading Room was 
only open for 15 hours during the first and last fortnight of 
each semester. This was particularly hard on students who 
work during the day and were unable to get to the Reading Room 
when it was open. 


A hitherto unforeseen situation arose when Kim was ill and was 
unable to work. Other students were found to take her place 
but her salary still had to be paid to the substitutes. The 


same situation occurs when the documentalist is ill. There 
should be a contingency plan to rectify the situation, 
possibly using fulltime staff members to cover, when 


possible, in case of emergency. 


Visitors 

Visitors to the Reading Room included 15 students from 
American universities touring Concordia; Professor Elisabeth 
de Sotelo from the University of Koblenz-Landau, Germany; 
Johanne Belisle, the new director of the Women's Centre, 
Montreal; Jeannie Hazel, a teacher from London, Ontario; and 
Phyllis Platnick, an archivist from York University. Other 
visitors came from France, Germany, Sweden and Australia. 


Volunteers 

Muriel Ward, who completed her fieldwork for the Libraries 
Studies Programme as a stagiaire last year at the Reading 
Room, now comes in twice a week to help with the vertical 
files. She is our expert on assigning subject headings and is 
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enormously helpful as this is work that must be done by 
someone with library training. 


Former documentalist, Joan Kohner, continues to take books 
home to catalogue as does librarian Laurie Mitchell. As all 
cataloguing is done manually, this is an extremely time- 
consuming job. The majority of books require a minimum of 7 
cards, some as many as 14. 

Women's Studies students Laliv Clenman, Diane Naugler, 
Jennifer Nelson, Janet Salter and Viki Smith Wilkie have been 
generous with their time. 

Miscellaneous 

A book slot is now located immediately outside the Reading 
Room. Books may be dropped in at any time the building is 
open. This has made an enormous difference in time and energy 
as books are no longer left in the secretaries' office, 
outside Reading Room hours, for the documentalist to carry up 
the stairs. The location was suggested by Dr. Bonin and the 
books drop directly into a cupboard situated at the entrance 
to the Reading Room, thus eliminating the need for a box. 
This cupboard and one other have had shelves installed, as has 
one bathroom, hence providing more accessible storage space. 
Overdues: there are noticeably less overdue books this year, 
probably due to the drop box. 


Reserves: the new system has worked well. The only drawback 
is that the file boxes are sometimes very heavy for the 
documentalist to handle if they contain a great deal of 
material. Ideally, the material should be numbered in 
individual folders and placed in a filing cabinet. 


Again this year there have been students from McGill, several 
Cegeps and Collége Marie Victorin making use of the Reading 
Room. 


Susan Sullivan graciously continued to provide all aspects of 
secretarial service for the Reading Room. 


Safety: The status quo remains. Security looks in on a 
sporadic basis, sometimes not even entering the Reading Roon. 
There is still no panic button or alarm system on the fourth 
floor. 


Conclusion 

As I said last year, to run the Reading Room more efficiently, 
many more hours (and personnel) are needed. Although the day- 
to-day running is smooth, there is never enough time for 
cataloguing, compiling bibliographies, budget, etc. Time is 
also used doing tasks that could be better served by other 
departments, such as payroll. The window frames are still 
rotting and some of the windows are impossible to open. 
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On a more positive note, however, the raison d'étre for the 
Reading Room, the students, faculty and researchers, are 
enthusiastic, appreciative and considerate and this makes it 
all worthwhile.
